MILWAUKEE, Oct. C,—In a brilliant 


address before an enthusiastic audience 
of over 2,000 people, which packed the 
Davidson theater from topmost gallery 
to stage, Senator John C. Spooner last 
night in sharp terms denounced Gov. La- 
FoHettc's effort to dictate legislative, 
congressional and even senatorial nomi- 
nations in Wisconsin. He proclaimed the 
dangers of blending the executive ' aud 
legislative departments of a representa- 
tive government, making the lawmakers 
responsible not to their constituents, but 
to the executive who dictated their no- 
mination, He paid a tribute to the inte- 
grity of the supreme court, and declar- 
ed it had decided that it had no juris- 
diction to review the decision of the na- 
tional convention or to go into the Re- 
publican case on its merits, but it had de 
cided that under the statute the state 
central committee was the tribunal 1o 
determine the regularity of the convcn 
tion from the standpoint of the bollot 
regardless whether the committee wa;> 
bias or no. 


It was Senator Spooner's first speech 


of the campaign, and his address held 
spellbound for every moment of. three 
hours and twenty minutes the entire au- 
dience. 


Senator Spooner began his speech with 


a tribute to jiis_ dead friend, Postmaster, 
General'Payne. 


He launched into a masterly discussion 


of national issues, but his audience seem- 
ed to be waiting for a talk on state is- 
sues, and every time lie referred to them, 
while he was talking of national politics, 
the audience voiced its expectant approv- 
al. It was to deafening applause that 
he fiually launched into them. 


He deplored the division in the ranks

and entered upon a detailed account of 
the two conventions at Madison, and of

BOSTON, Oct.-6,—At the reassembling 


today of the international peace con- 
gress, President Robert _ Treat Paine 
read a number of communications in- 
cluding a greeting received from Gaston 
Moch. of France, president of the .con- 
gress at Monoco two years ago. 


Among the resolutions read for pass- 


age were tho following:

The congress also especially congratu- 


lates the government of Denmark and 
The Netherlands, on having entered into 
'treaty of .arbitration containing no re- 


ment on the primary election law, de- 
claring that he would not vote for it. He 
made a- particular plea against taking- 
from the people the right to make their 
own platforms, and declared' the state 
convention a'neccssary institution. 


In speaking of the measure he said: 
"I don't think it a fair proposition that 


a reform as radical, touching every vot- 
er,. should be put in operation by the 
mere majority vote of one party. I be- 
lieve in the people, I believe the people 
ought to have what they want, but I be- 
lieve they ought to have a chance one 
1)3- one to decide whether they want it or 
not (applause).

The junk was 
endeavoring to enter the harbor. The 
statements of the crew and evidence 
found aboard the junk indicate the ex- 
istence ot a fleet of eighty junks, organ- 
ized to run the blockade from the vicin- 
ity of Tsingtau. Despite the vigilance 
of the blockading fleet many junk* reach 
the Russian Hues at a number of landing 
places on the lower end of the peninsu- 
la.

Monroe doctrine arid therefore, peace, 
was insured in the west and also by 
which the "open door' was secured in 
the cast. 


CARNEGIE'S PEACE PLAN. 


The amendment was laid on the table 


by a large majority as was another 
amendment to make the resolution call 
for "eventual ^abolition of armament," 
The original armament resolutions then 
were passed without a dissenting voice. 
The secretary read a letter from An- 
drew Carnegie dated Skibo Castle, South- 
crland, Scotland, proposing a. plan for 
the attainment of the peace. 


JJr. 
Carnegie's proposition 
was: 


"Suppose that Great Britain, Franco, 
Germany and America, with such other 
minor states as would certainly join 
them, should unite, prepared, if defied, 
to enforce peaceful settlement, the first 
offender (if there ever was one) being 
rigorously dealt with, war would at one 
fell swoop be banished from the earth. 
For such a result, surely the people of 
these four countries would be willing to

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 0.—Displaying 


white ribbons bearing the inscription "Do 
your duty to the old country and the 
new," Germans from all parts of America 
assembled on 'the world's fair grounds 
today to celebrate German 'day. in com- 
memoration Of the landing of the first 
Germans on American soil on Oct. 6,1639. 
The principal exercises oi the day were 
held on tho plaza of St. Louis, compris- 
ing exhibitions in calisthenics and gym- 
nastics by local turners and

MADISON, Wis., Oct. 5.—Senator John 


C Spooner, when 'informed of the death 
of Postmaster General Henry C. Payne, 
said:

"I am greatly shocked by the sudden 


death of Mr. Payne'.' I saw him a month 
or six weeks ago, ond.he seemed to be 
in much better health than usual. 


"I think Mr. Pnyne never was a well 


man after the Republican defeat in 1890. 
He had made n. long continued, persis- 
tent effort to win the Germans to the 
RepubUcan standard, and greatly mourn- 
ed over their defsction in the campaign 
of 1300, and the consequent loss of the 
state. 
. 


'•He wns not only gifted with power ol 


organization in politics, but he was a 
remarkable executive in a business way. 


"Th« exposure early in his administra- 


tion of the department of corrupt prnc- 
tici-s which had long existed, but had 
been skillfully concealed, gave him great 
mental worry. 
. 


"He was the object of.much unjust cri- 


ticism and of frequent attacks. He was, 
when at his best, in health and vigor, 
one of the most sensitive men to public 
criticism I ever knew, and in the condi- 
tion of his health during hi* incorabency 
of the postmaster generalship the criti- 
cisms and attacks which were made upon 
him distressed and injured him inexpres- 
sibly. He found the position to which 
he had long aspired a. veritable bed of 
thorns—a tragedy instead of a triumph," 


SENATOR QUARLES EULOGY. 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 5,—"The death of 


Henry C, Payne is a. great shoi:k to his 
many friends in Milwaukee," snid Unit- 
ed States Senator Joseph V. Quarleu. 
"He has been so intimately connected 
with the business and political activities 
of this community for many years that 
few men would bo more missed. 


"He wns a good business man and de' 


vcloped a genius for politics. He was a 
keen student of human nature and sel- 
dom made si mistake in estimating thp 
capacity and quality of men. His mas' 
tcrJy management of many a hard fought 
poHtical campaign' in Wisconsin will be 
long remembered. 


"As postmaster general he 1ms render- 


ed creditable service. Handicapped by 
ill health, he made a manly strugglo 
to purify the department and bring the 
delinquents to justice." 


Congressman H. ITcoopor, referring to 


the death of Postmaster General Henry 
C. Payne, said: "The death of Henry C, 
Payne is no surprise to me as I have ob- 
served a rapid breaking down .in him 
during the last two or three years. He 
•mis not a svell man when he became 
postmaster general, and the worry and 
burden of the office killed him.' Ho was 
a tireless worker and a man of extraor 
dinary executive ability. During his long 
and active business and political- career 
he made many devoted friends, by whom 
his loss will be deeply mourned." 


OF PURITAN ANCESTRY. 


For more-than two. Jcendi-s Mr. Payn' 


had been a conspicuous character 
in 


state and national politics. 'In. busines 
as well as in politics he always.maintain 
ed the confidence and trust of men-deal 


the descendant of an Englishman who 
settled in Braintree, Mass., in IfiSp. 


Young Payne was educated in the Shel- 


burne Falls Academy, graduating in 1359. 
He removed to Milwaukee in 1.8G3, and 
for four years was a clerk in a dry goods 
store. He speedily forged to the front, 
however, possessing a surplus energy 
that enabled him to take a leading part 
in public movements. In 1867 he married 
Lydia W. Van Dyke, and that event he 
always considered as the date from which 
he reckoned hLi rise to fame and pros- 
perity. 


BECOMES PARTY LEADER. 


In 1S72 he first, became noted in poli- 


tics. Almost instantly he sprang into 
prominence, being selected ns the rcpre-. 
scntative of Wisconsin on tho Republi- 
can national committee. Then for ten 
years he was postmaster in Milwaukee," 
retiring in 1380. 


CIVIL SERVICE ADVOCATE. 


At that time it was optional with the 


postmaster of the city 
to 
determine 


whether the employes should be placed 
in a civil service basis. He had the civil 
service introduced into the Milwaukee of-' 
flee, nnd'his consistent belief in this pol- 
icy was shown by the fact that he was. 
one of the prime movers in securing the 
civil service for the police and fire de- 
partments' of the city. 


After retiring from the postmnstcrehip 


in 1880, under the 
administration of 


President Cleveland, Mr. Payne held no 
further political office until his appoint- 
ment as'postmaster general'by President 
Roosevelt Dec. 13, 1001. 


DELEGATE TO CONVENTIONS. 


In 1880 he was a delegate to the nat- 


ional Republican convention at Chicago 
and was one of the men through whose 
efforts the nomination of President Gar- 
field was consummated. In 1S8S ho was 
a delegate at largo to the convention 
which nominated Gen. Harrison for the 
presidency, and also headed the Wiscon- 
sin delegation to the .national convention 
at Minneapolis in 18D2. He was a dele- 
gate again in 1S9C and in 1900 was again 
at the head of the Badger state delega- 
tion at 
the Philadelphia convention, 


which nominated McKinley and Roose-

ers and on his arrival at Philadelphia at 
once began to advocate the nomination 
of his favorite as vice prcnident. In so 
doing, he ran counter to the wishes of 
Senator Hannn, who, it is said advised 
him strongly against such action. But, 
the theory goes, that Mr. Payne declined 
to change his allegiance, declaring that 
he would be for Roosevelt until the last 
vote was counted. The story 
reached 


Mr. Roosevelt who never forgot this in- 
stance of loyalty on the part of tho Wis- 
consin leader, and when-in 1901, Charles 
Emory Smith retired from office of post- 
master general, Mr. Payne was offered 


nd accepted the position in which he 
as served with such signal honor to him- 
elf and his state' until his death. 


REMARKABLE ORGANIZER. 


Tho political success of Mr. Payne is 
onsidercd to have been remarkable. He 
tnew intimately men and conditions, and 


1C was always pacific in his methods. Tho 
ank and file were taken into his confi- 
dence, and apparently he never forgot 
hat party interests t-hould always be 
ibove individual interests. It is said of 
_..., that when difficulties Arose he dis- 
armed personal opposition by tolerance 
and overcame difficulties by tactful con- 
cessions. He was assertive, but rarely 
dogmatic, and few men possessed greater 
ability to make and retain friends. While 
unassuming in manner, ho was unswerv- 
ng in adherence to conscientious politi- 
cal convictions. He often used to eay 
that the greatest political disappoint- 
ment he ever had was when he failed to 
jersuade Governor Hoard to recede from 
:he position he took on the Bennett law. 
Feeling that there was no demand for 
the law, which he called useless and un- 
fortunate piece of legislation, Payne did 
all he could to convince Hoard of the 
fact, but failed. ED conceded the right 
of Hoard to force tin issue on himself, 
but denied that he hud nny right to 
force the issue on the Republican party. 


SHOWS TENDER NATURE. 


In his private life Mr. Payne was lib- 


eral in his charities, broad in his inter- 
est in public affairs and civic progress, 
and. 
generous in his sympathies. 
His 


kindly nutui-c wns proverbial. This was 
shown especially in his treatment of his 
invalid wife. The latter had been ailing 
for years, and people in Milwaukee re- 
call the familiar daily sight of the hus^ 
band wheeling her along the sidewalks 
adjacent to their home and carrying her 
back and forth from the vehicle to the 
house. 


He was not given to society. A game 


of whist was liis particular pleasure and 
when in Milwaukee he rarely failed to 
spend an hour or so each Ony at the Mil- 
waukee club in the enjoyment of his fav- 
orite pastime or in social conversation

The 
channel of the river through this terri- 
tory is devious and filled up here aud 
there with drift wood and sand. 


There arc large area* of overflowed 


land along the branch rendering it unlit 
for cultivation on account of the insuf- 
ficient drainage. The proposition is to 
deepen and widen the stream. 


WILL MAKE VALUABLE LAND. 
Something like eight hundred acres of 


now worthless land will be reclaimed 
nnd made worth $100 per acre by the 
improvement. Proceedings to be insti- 
tuted will be carried on in the circuit 
court under the new district drainage 
law. 


This law wns drawn by Thomas M. 


Kearney in 189S and subsequently pass- 
ed and" approved of by the legislature 
and wns recently approved of in every 
particular by the supreme court of the 
state of Wisconsin, 


Yorkville first undertook to open the 


district, but decided to extend for the 
reason the town board could not handle 
it. When this is done it will be one of 
the largest drainage extensions in the 
history of this county. 


NORWAY TO FOLLOW SUIT. 


Norway is also engaged making prep- 


aration for establishing a drainage dis- 
trict in that town, taxing in all lands 
adjacent to Wind Lake and between the 
lake- and Fox river. Extensive canals 
were contracted through this territory 
many years ago.' Since then lands have

in value very rapidly and

FINEST IN THE WORLD. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—Among the 


passengers arriving on the liner Mongo- 
lia from the Orient was Mnjor Xouis L-. 
Seaman, surgeon in the. United , States 
engineer branch of the army, who. has 
been studying Japanese methods, of sur- 
gery in the campaign of that. army 
against the Russians. In his opinion. Ja- 
pan is far ahead of all other nations of 
the world in the organization of her san- 
itary branch of the army aud has been 
the first to anticipate and take measures 
against the fact that the greater number 
of deaths in war arc caused, not by bul- 
lets but by disease. 


' ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 4.—Field Mar- 
shal Oyama, is reported to be with the 
fourth'army, which at one time was un- 
derstood to have attained considerable 
proportions. It now'seems to be a small 
affair, not much over a brigade and ap- 
parently is.not destined to play an im- 
portant role. 
Its mission probably is 


only to cause a demonstration on the 
Russian left.

near future, if the plans of the Welsh 
Presbyterian church congregation do not 
miscarry.' Last evening' occurred the an- 
nual meeting of the board'of trustees, at 
which John T. Rowlands and Richard P. 
Howcll were elected to serve for the per- 
iod of three yeras. The matter of the 
remodeling of the old structure in which 
services have been held since 1S5G, the 
time of the Fremont campaign, will come 
before the new board for decision. It is 
learned that there are .a large number 
of the members of the congregation who 
are in favor of razing the old structure 
and building an entirely new church on 
the same site. 


The entire matter, however, seems to 


rest on the securing of a pastor to occu- 
py the pulpit permanently. As was pub- 
lished some weeks ago, the church has 
been without a pastor for a period of 
nearly four years, the last regular one 
being Rev. Roberts, who was such a gen- 
eral favorite with his parishioners.

Perfectly clear days were .more num-

The total 
number of cloudy days was greater, how- 
ever, while partly cloudy days were less 
in number. Clear days numbered 9 in 
Scptembed and 7 in August, while in 
September the partly cloudy days were 
less by 0, there being but 8 as against 
14 in August.

tho United States has passed away in his 
sixty-first year in the prime of life anc 
at the height of his usefulness to hi 
country.

his youth ho has been identified in it 
business interests and in its politics am 
no man in the state, was held in higho 
regards for his personal worth. 'Engag 
ing in politics in 1872, prominent in th 
formation of the Young Men's Republ 
ciin club of Milwaukee, ho at onoe as 
sumcd a leadership ho never lost. He 
occupied position? of trust under the 
government and ns an efficient public of- 
ficial he had no superior, traits of char- 
actor which later served him well 
as

THERE: MAY BE OTHERS. 


A Chicago grand jury has voted indict- 


ments against three employes who were 
most concerned in a terrible accident oc- 
curing at Glenwood, 111., in which eigh- 
teen persons were killed and many ser- 
iously injured. These throe arc the engi- 
neer, conductor and brakeman, and in 
duo time these men will stand for trial. 


It is possible these indicted men did 


not carry out train orders as given them, 
possibly they were dilatory and careless, 
but there were other contributory causes 
that command fairness to -these men 
which should also have been taken into 
consideration by tho grand jury. 


One prominent Chicago paper reviews 


this matter, and in an article on tho sub- 
ject as to the responsibility for the acci- 
dent resulting so disastrously says:

the wreck. 


"Overwork may not excuse such gross 


disobedience of orders 
as 
is charged 


against the indicted men, but it certainly 
goes far toward explaining it. The cen- 
tral fact in tho whole case is that the 
overwork wan economical to the com- 
pany, just as was the use of the dilapi- 
dated coaches. 


"The criminal law roaches in such cases 


to train crews, but not to high officials. 
That is a pity. Perhaps some day the 
criminal statutes will be extended. Mean- 
time there is a higher law—that of pub- 
lic opinion. Its penalties are real, though 
indirect. The public owes itself the duty 
of watching for, and remembering, all 
roads that do npt take proper prccau- 
tiofia tc. insure tho safety of their pa- 
trons."

its original jurisdiction to determine 
right 'of matter, eo far as the door is 


open for it to do so.

having arrived when the secretary of 
state is required to make certification of 
nominations, by general rule, there is no 
remedy at law by mandamus. Such ac- 
tion if maintainable at all is properly 
brought in equity, it the legislature has 
not furnished another and exclusive rem- 


edy. 


5. The legislature intended to provide 


lor settlement, out of court of all ques- 
tions between factions of a party con- 
cerning the right to the party name up- 
,on official ballot, by section 35, Wiscon- 
'sin statutes, in these words: 


LEGISLATIVE PROVISION*. 


(a) "In case of a, division in any polit- 


ical party, and a claim by two or more 
factions thereof to the same party name, 
the officer with whom the certificate;* of 
nomination arc required to be filed shall, 
in certifying such nomination or prepar- 
ing ballots, give preference of name to 
the convention or caucus thereof hold 
pursuant to the call of the 
regularly 


constituted party authorities, and if the 
committee representing the other faction 
present no other party name, such officer 
may designate the same in such manner 
is will best distinguish the nominations 
thereof."

"When two or more conventions

"THE FAT STANDARD. ^ 


GlUm Tint the Government Chemirt* 


Have Made K Too Hi ah. 


The results ol the foijrth Iowa con- 


test again verify the assertion -mad9 
some time'ago. that the standard adopt- 
ed by the committee of government 
chemists—viz, S2.5 per cent fat—Is 
much too high. A study of the scora 
of the second highest tub in this last 
scoring, together with a number of oth- 
er scores, and also the standards adopt- 
ed by other countries prominent in the 
production and consumption of the 
•world's best butter should be sufficient 
to convince any one that S2.5 per cent 
fat as a standard is too high. 


Iowa and Minnesota are thn two 


states which suffer the most from such 
a national ruling, and those who are 
Interested in the welfare of the butter 
producers within the borders of these 
two states should try to convince this 
committee of officials that the standard 
of fat In butter should not be above 
80 per cent 


If butter with a high percentage of 


fat was demanding the highest price 
on the world's butter market there 
might be some object in raising the fat 
standard, but it is just the opposite. 


Danish butter contains on an average 


nearly 15 per cent moisture. 


New Zealand butter especially Is not- 


ed for being dry butter. 


In the face of this, the public de- 


mands the butter (Danish) which con- 
tains the least fat at a higher price. 
This proves that butter is eaten chief- 
ly on account of its relishing effect 
rather than for Its nutritive value. 


If a standard of S2.5 per cent fat is . 


set by the government there will be a 
constant violation of this law, and In 
order to enforce such a law a great 
many inspectors would be necessary. 


It seems that It would be a great 


deal better to fix a maximum standard 
of moisture, rather than a minimum 
standard of fat. 


Some markets demand about 4 per 


cent salt in butter. In such a case the 
maximum standard of moisture allow- 
ed by such a ruling would be only 
about 12 per cent This is not an aver- 
age case, .but such cases do, exist, and 
it shows the possible results of fixine 
such a high fat standard.—C. Larsea in 
Creamery Journal. 


Creameries In -ibe Xorthyrcat. 
"The creamery business In the north 


and west Is developing wonderfully. It 
would surprise you to see what Is so- 
Ing on In the Red river valley in Min- 
nesota and up in North Dakota, too," 
said Arthur Simmons, St Paul agent 
of the New York Dispatch, at the Iowa 
bnttermakers' convention, "while far 
north in timbered Wisconsin they have 
chopped down a few pine trees, upon 
the stumps of which have sprang up 
creameries. The cow here wanders 
around among the underbrush and goes 
home at night to give a tub of butter 
that -we railroad men have to go out 
and find. And that Is the reason I don't 
get into Iowa as far and as often as I 
used to." 


Louis Demonstration 


Nothing can do more to bring great 


cattle shows into the contempt of avcr- 
«ge cattle growers and utilizers than, 
the widespread publication of the meth- 
ods employed to secure and fit Into ab- 
normal condition cattle of certain 
breeds lor exhibition purposes. One 
such publication regarding 'a herd of 
cattle to be exhibited at the St. Louis 
world's fair now lies before the writer, 
and'one short extract from It will Illus- 
trate the point this' article hopes to 
mate. First it is told how the indi- 
viduals were selected.by t!io most skill- 
ful experts and regardk'.ss of expense 
from all parts of the United States, 
how thay are already assembled, and, 
then follows: 


"Dnequaled care and attention are 


being given these cattle. No athlete 
trained for an event requiring the de- 
velopment of strength, endurance and 
skill ever received more attention than 
Is being bestowed on them. When the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition opens 
Its gates on April 30 the herd will have 
been in constant training for a full 
year and will bo In the pink of condi- 
tion." 
These cattle are to enter a breed test 


for milk nnd butter production. Of 
course no one will blame the champions 
of each breed for making the best show- 
ing possible. But what will the show- 
ing signify to the man who Is looking 
to this contest to guide him In the se- 
lection of a dairy herd? It will not ba 
n breed teat, but a test ot skill In se- 
lecting the Individuals engaged in tha 
test. It will be a test of judges ot 
cows and not of breeds, nnd not of 
judges alone, but of trainers, of care- 
takers. The cows to be tested are not 
breed representatives performing un- 
der ordinary or even possible farm con- 
ditions, but are abnormal or unusual 
types—so unusual that the whole Un- 
ion Is raked with a fine tooth comb to 
find twenty-five of them and they are 
trained and maintained in a manner 
absolutely Impossible to any dairy farm. 


What this sort of tiling means to the 


overage dairyman Is self evident and 
If all dairymen treat the result of the 
contest as It deserves no-harm will be 
done. But if it be accepted that the 
group of cows making the best show- 
Ing indicates that the breed of which; 
the group Is selected is the best dairy 
breed, and that therefore all one need 
do is to buy cows of th<it breed to in- 
sure possession of n fint nnd profitable 
dairy herd, then 'great harm may be 
done. 
And so It follows that wbilo 


exhibitions and contests of this Kind 
cannot do auy good they may do barm. 
The-grand stand, the spectacular, the 
artificial and theatrical element Jn all 
live stock shows has come to be alto- 
gether too large and too universal.— 
Farm, Stock and Hornfi»y
